This is in response to a request for release of information from the files of the U.S. 
Army Criminal Investigation Command (USACIDC), referred from U.S. Army Freedom 
of Information Act Office, on December 16, 2015. 


The enclosed referred documents (marked 1 thru 6), responsive to your request, are 

part of a system of records exempt from the disclosure provisions of the Freedom of 
Information Act (FOIA). The names of law enforcement personnel, as well as names, 
social security numbers and other personal items of information pertaining to third , 
parties have been withheld. The removal of this information constitutes a partial denial 
pursuant to 5 USC § 552, Exemptions (b)(6) and (b)(7)(C) of the FOIA, because release 
could violate the personal privacy of other individuals mentioned in the report. 

This partial denial, which is made on behalf of Major General Mark S. Inch, 
Commander, USACIDC, the Initial Denial Authority for USACIDC records under the 
FOIA, may be appealed to the Secretary of the Army. 
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If you decide to appeal at this time, your appeal must be submitted within 60 days of 
the date of this letter. In your appeal, you must state the basis for your disagreement 
with the partial denial and you should state the justification for its release. Your appeal 
is made through this Center and should be addressed to the Director, U.S. Army Crime 
Records Center, 27130 Telegraph Road, Quantico, Virginia 22134-2253, for 
forwarding, as appropriate, to the Office of the Secretary of the Army, the appellate 
authority. Please note that your appeal should address information denied in this 

response and cannot be used to make a new request for additional or new information.

AND THE FIFTH AMENDMENT TO THE CONSTITUTION OF THE UNITED STATES 


UNIFORM CODE OF MILITARY JUSTICE, ARTICLE 31, PROVIDES THAT : no person subject to this codeshau compel any 

PERSON TO INCRIMINATE HIMSELF OR TO ANSWER ANY QUESTION THE ANSWER TO WHICHMAY TEND TO INCRIMINATE HIM. NO 
PERSON SUBJECT TO THIS CODE SHALL INTERROGATE, OR REQUEST ANY STATEMENT PROM AN ACCUSED OR A PERSON SUS¬ 
PECTED OF AN OFFENSE WITHOUT FIRST INFORMING HIM OF THE NATURE OF THE ACCUSATION AND ADVISING HIM THAT HE
